AN ORDINANCE 
Requiting the owner, - occupant or tenant 
of property to remove snow or ice 
from sidewalks, and provdiing pen- 
alty for violation thereof. 
The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
licrth iloes orilain: 

Section 1. That whenever snow or 
ice. or both, shall have accumulated 
on the sidewalk in front of any pro- 
perty in the Borough, it shall be the 
iluty of the owner, occupant or ten- 
ant and such owner, occupant or ten- 
ant i.s hereby required to remove such 
snow or ice within twenty-four hours 
of the time when such accumulation 
shall have occurred. 

Section 2. Failure to observe the 
provisions of this ordinance shall bo 
punishable by a fine of Twenty-five 
Dollars, to be collected as provided by 
law.

ON BOROUGH LOANS 

To the Kilitor of Our Town: 

Will, you kindly inform taxpayer- 
why the Ordinance printed last week 
fails in Item ^1 to mention the fact 
that there should be a di crease in the 
amount of the lc«m of $.'!H,000 in .luly 
], HUB, of at least $5,1100 in amount. 
According to Item 20 the Sinking Fund 
should be $25,(10".

Explanation. 
Our Town lists' looked the matter up, 
and finds that the amounts printed in 
the ordinances are correct. The Loan 
of July- 1st, .1910, was for if.ln.lKMI. and 
no matter Jkhv much is retired, it does 
not change the original loan. 

The status of the loan is as follows: 
One Thousand Dollars is put into a 
Sinking Fund each year. Even" five 
years an amount of Five Thousand 
Dollars/ is, wtrrpd on tin* .loan. In 
1921 this amount was paid off, leaving 
$25,000 outstanding. The interest on 
the bonds is 4 per cent, which makes 
the current interest charge $1,000, as 
given in Item 21. 

It is expected that this explanation 
will be incorporated in the publication 
of the budget, in future years. — (1*1.1
